Reproduced in Chapter 6 of the OSC Bulletin is a request for comments on a 
proposed national policy dealing with reciprocal cease trading orders where a 
take-over bid is not made in all provinces. 
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1.1.2 OSC POLICY 1. 7/SECURITIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE TO THE OSC 


In 1981, a committee of practising solicitors from a number of Toronto law 
firms was established to review and recommend changes to the Ontario Securities 
Commission Policy Statements. In August 1982, the Committee submitted its 
report to the Commission and in December 1982 the Commission published revised 
Policy Statements based, in large part, on the report of the Committee. 


Since December 1982, the Committee has been requested periodically by the 
Commission to review proposed Policy Statements or amendments to existing 
Policy Statements prior to their publication in the OSC Bulletin. 


The Committee, with the assistance of securities practitioners from other 
Provinces of Canada, is currently undertaking a review of the National and 
Uniform Act Policies with a view to recommending such changes to these Policies 
as considered appropriate. 


The Commission believes that the continued existence of the Committee is 
beneficial to the administration of securities law in the Province of Ontario. 
The Committee can assist it to be more sensitive to the needs of the market so 
that it can better discharge its mandate of providing a regulatory environment 
for the operation and development of efficient capital markets. Accordingly, 
the Commission has now formalized in Policy 1. 7 the Committee's 
responsibilities and objectives, the procedure for determining its membership, 
and the method by which matters are referred to it. 


A draft policy with a request for comments, was published in the 
oO. S. C. Bulletin of August 3, 1984. The comments were generally favourable. 
In addition, an invitation for applications to serve on the Committee was 
issued. 


A number of applications to serve on the Committee were received, and the 
Commission was impressed with the qualifications and experience of the 
applicants. The Commission was required to make difficult choices among the 
applicants and did so principally on the basis of attempting to arrive at a 
representation of as many different areas of the practice of securities law as 
possible, with the exception of areas in respect of which the Commission 
receives regular input through industry associations.

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1.2 PRESS RELEASE 


1.2.1 OSC INVESTIGATES TRADING IN FATHOM OCEANOLOGY LIMITED 


February 22, 1985. 


The Ontario Securities Commission announced today that it is investigating the 
circumstances surrounding recent trading in common shares of Fathom Oceanology 
Limited. The Toronto Stock Exchange is assisting the Commission in its 
investigation. 


On February 18, 1985 Fleet Aerospace Corporation announced a take-over bid for 
all of the outstanding common shares of Fathom. 


The Commission stated that it has learned that Walwyn Stodgell Cochran Murray 
Limited executed purchases of 680,100 common shares of Fathom on February 19 
and 20, 1985. The Commission has been advised by Walwyn that the purchases, 
which represent 23.7% of the outstanding common shares of Fathom, were made on 
behalf of Walwyn, F. H. Deacon, Hogson Inc. and First Marathon Securities 
Limited acting as principals. The Commision was further advised by Walwyn that 
the shares were purchased for arbitrage purposes. 


The Commission expects that trading in both Fleet and Fathom will resume 
following dissemination of this press release.

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1.2.2 UNICORP CANADA CORPORATION/UNION ENTERPRISES LIMITED 


February 27, 1985. 


The Ontario Securities Commission announced that it has reviewed the content of 
the Addendum dated February 18, 1985, (the ''Addendum'') to the Director's 
Circular dated February 6, 1985, issued by the Board of Directors of Union 
Enterprises Limited in response to the offer dated February 1, 1985, of Unicorp 


Canada Corporation to acquire all of the common shares of Union Enterprises 
Limited. 


The section titled ''Income Tax Considerations" in the Addendum states that the 
capital gain realized by a Union shareholder as a result of tendering to the 
bid will be a taxable capital gain and will be included as ordinary income _ to 
the shareholder. 


The Offer and the Amendment to the Offer dated February 18, 1985, of Unicorp 
Canada Corporation state that a tax deferred ''roll-over'' is available in 
respect of that portion of the consideration to be received by the Union 
Enterprises shareholder attributable to the preference share consideration. 


The Union Enterprises shareholders are therefore in receipt of contradictory 
statements of the tax consequences of the tendering by a shareholder to the 
bid. 


Unicorp has satisfied the Commission by the delivery of a Revenue Canada 
advance income tax ruling that its statement of the tax consequences is 
correct. Under these circumstances, the Commission has requested that Union 
Enterprises immediately communicate to its shareholders that the statement of 
the tax consequences contained in the Unicorp Offer is correct.

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1.2.3 DISTRIBUTION OF INFORMATION TO BENEFICIAL SHAREHOLDERS 


March 1, 1985. 


The Ontario Securities Commission today published a request for comments on a 
proposal to amend the Securities Act to improve the process of distribution of 
communications to beneficial shareholders whose shares are registered in 
nominee name. The principal features of the proposed amendments are: 


(1) the extension of the obligation to forward shareholder 
communications beyond registrants and custodians of securities 
issued by mutual funds to a broader range of financial and market 
intermediaries which hold securities on behalf of beneficial 
owners: for example, trustees of self-administered RRSP's' and 
banks performing securities safekeeping functions for customers; 


(11) the enlargement of the category of communications required to be 
forwarded to beneficial owners to include all material required by 
law to be sent to registered shareholders by issuers and _ others, 
such aS management and dissident shareholder proxy solicitation 
material and take-over bid circulars, and any non-mandatory 
communications, such as company newsletters, which an issuer wishes 
to send to its beneficial shareholders; and 


(111) the imposition of an obligation upon issuers or other senders of 
material to reimburse intermediaries for the reasonable costs 
incurred in transmitting material. 


The draft amendments do not require intermediaries to disclose client 
information to issuers so as to permit access by issuers to the identities of 
beneficial shareholders, but the scheme is sufficiently flexible to permit 
direct communication in circumstances where intermediaries voluntarily disclose 
the identities of non-objecting shareholders. 


The Commission is inviting the public to comment on the proposal before May 6, 
1985 and is particularly interested in receiving submissions from issuers.

G3 Composition 

il The Committee will consist of nine members. The Commission will 
publish by notice in its Bulletin from time to time changes in its 
membership. 
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Committee members will be appointed by the Commission from time to 
time on the advice of the Committee from Ontario securities 
practitioners wishing to serve on the Committee. Securities 
practitioners in Ontario wishing to serve on the Committee should 
indicate their interest in writing to the Legal Advisor to _ the 
Commission. 


The Committee members will serve for three year terms that will be 
staggered so that the terms of one-third of the members will expire 
each year on March 1, commencing in 1986. The three year term will 
provide continuity while allowing new members to join the Committee 
from time to time. 


The Committee will select one member as Chairman of the Committee. 


Committee members must have a good working knowledge of the 
Securities Act (Ontario), the regulations thereunder and _ the 
National, Uniform Act and Ontario Policy Statements. The Commission 
will strive to ensure that the Committee is representative of the 
various areas of practice within securities law, where input to the 
Commission is not otherwise regularly received through industry 
associations.

6.1 PROPOSED NATIONAL POLICY STATEMENT TAKE-OVER BIDS 


6.1.1 RECIPROCAL CEASE TRADING ORDERS 


Proposed National Policy Statement 
Take-Over Bids: 


Reciprocal Cease Trading Orders 





Several take-over bids in Canada have been effected on the basis of the 
offer being made to all shareholders resident in one or more provinces in 
accordance with the take-over bid rules in force in those provinces, but not 
being made to shareholders resident in one or more other provinces. 


Each of the securities acts in Canada which govern take-over bids embodies 
the principle of equal treatment of shareholders of the same class of a target 
company. Thus, the take-over rules in each province, where enacted, require 
the offer to be made to all holders of the class of shares sought whose address 
as listed on the books of the target company is in the _ province. However, 
where no transaction occurs in the province the application of that province's 
take-over rules is not triggered and hence an offeror is not in breach of the 
local securities law should it choose not to make any offer in that province. 


The Commission is concerned that the failure to make a bid in one or more 
provinces which is made generally in other provinces is prejudicial to the 
interests of offeree shareholders whose address on the books of the target 
company is in the excluded province(s). This practice is disruptive of the 
existing framework of securities regulation in Canada, which should ensure that 
all holders of shares of the target company are treated equally, regardless of 
the province in which they are resident. 


The Commission has had discussions with representatives of other Canadian 
securities administrators concerning whether reciprocal action on behalf of 
such administrators is appropriate to regulate take-over bids made in_ the 
foregoing manner. As part of this process, the Commission is now requesting 
comments from interested parties concerning whether the Commission, in 
conjunction with the other Canadian securities administrators, should issue a 
National Policy Statement outlining the positions of the administrators on 
these matters. 


The proposed National Policy Statement would state that where a take-over 
bid is made in some provinces, but is not made in one or more other provinces, 
the administrators in the provinces in which the bid is made may issue cease 
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trading orders in respect of the bid. The administrators will generally not 
issue a cease trading order without providing the offeror with an opportunity 
to address whether the offer offends the principles of the proposed policy. 
The proposed National Policy Statement would also provide that: 


(a) the proposed policy statement would not be invoked to compel 
compliance with laws other than securities laws of a province in 
which the offeror did not propose to make the bid; 


(b) an offeror may apply for an exemption from the policy statement 
from the administrator (s) “in the provinee(s)' Sin “which? 10) as 
proposing not to make the bid, and, upon the administrators in the 
provinces where the bid will be made receiving confirmation that 
exemptions have been granted by the administrators in all provinces 
where the bid will not be made, cease trading orders will not 
issue; and 


(c) the proposed policy statement would not apply where a bid is not 
made in a province where there is a minimal number of shareholders. 


Comments on all aspects of the foregoing proposal are requested in order 
to assist the Commission in its development of a policy on these issues and its 
discussion with other Canadian securities administrators. Twenty-five copies

(7) Date of determination of ownership -- For the purpose of 
determining the recorded holders of a security of an issuer to whom 
material must be sent or delivered, 


(a) in the case of material referred to in subsection (2), the recorded 
holders shall be the recorded holders shown on the records of the 
intermediary as of the date determined in accordance with the laws 
applicable to the issuer or other sender of the material relating to 
the determination of security holders entitled to receive such 
material; and 


(b) in the case of any material referred to in subsection (3), the 
recorded holders shall be the recorded holders shown on the records of 
the intermediary as of the date specified by the issuer.

1.1.1 SOFT DOLLAR PAYMENTS 


SOFT DOLLAR PAYMENTS 
The Toronto Society of Financial Analysts published in its February, 1985 
newsletter a letter from the Board of Directors of the Society to its members 


expressing concern as to the increasing use of ''soft dollar'' payments for 


services, and requesting the return of a questionnaire as to the proper and 
improper use of such payments. 


The Commission will be watching developments in this area with interest. 


The letter is reproduced following this notice. 
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SOFT DOLLARS 


"Soft Dollar" payment for services is becoming an increasingly important 
element within the institutional investment community. Recently, many members 
of the TSFA have expressed their concerns that abuses have crept into the 
current system which could invite excessive regulatory reaction. Others also 
fear that, regardless of the legitimacy of many soft dollar arrangements, the 
prevalence of the soft dollar phenomenon may pose a threat to the efficiency of 
markets and to the efficient allocation of resources. For example, cases have 
been reported where clients agree to a trade through a broker to satisfy a soft 
dollar obligation even though that trade has not been executed at the best 
possible price at that time. 


The TSFA Board of Directors therefore wish to raise the issue formally 
with the appropriate industry associations and self-regulatory organizations 
such as the Investment Counsellor's Association, the Investment Dealers 
Association and the Toronto Stock Exchange and to inform the Ontario Securities 
Commission of our actions. 


The system of commission payments has not _ been regulated since the 
introduction of negotiated rates on April 1, 1983. In? va soft «dollar 
transaction, a fund manager contracts to allocate a given level of commissions 
to a broker for services rendered by that broker. These services vary widely, 
but may go beyond what might be termed ''normal'' brokerage services of research, 
sales and trading coverage for which commissions are allocated among brokers 
without contract according to the client's judgement of the brokers' respective 
performance. 


The Board members are taking an interest in this soft dollar controversy 
because the TSFA's mandate includes concerns about the general efficiency and 
long term health of financial markets. Because commission dollars are the life 
blood of the brokerage community, if these dollars are directed such that they 
do not reward or encourage expertise in research and execution services then 
the total investment process and capital markets will suffer. 


The Board recognize that investment managers who are operating with their 
own funds may allocate their commissions in any way they see fit. iin 
situations where an investment manager is operating for a client or a group of 
clients, however, the Board are concerned if commissions are allocated to pay 
for services unrelated to the process of investment decision-making and 
transaction or to pay for costs which are properly borne by the clients or 
managers themselves. But we do not have a fixed idea of how to draw the line, 
if indeed one can be drawn. The gray area is very large. 


Accordingly, the TSFA Board wish to solicit your support and advice before 
proceeding further. Our goal is to eliminate abuses and also to entertain the 
possibility of working with the self-regulatory organizations to set out very 
broadly the reasonable use of commission dollars. Please complete and return 
the enclosed brief questionnaire by March 4. Thank you. We will publish the 
results of the survey in the next issue of NEWS.

Ontario Securities Commission announces settlement with Dealers in relation to 
trading in Shares of Fathom Oceanology Limited 


SETTLEMENT 


The Ontario Securities Commission (the ''Commission'') announced today that 
it had arrived at a settlement in re <:ion to its investigation into trading by 
Walwyn Stodgell Cochran Murray Limited (''Walwyn''), First Marathon Securities 
Limited (''First Marathon'') and F.H. Deacon, Hodgson Inc. ("Deacon Hodgson'"') 
in common shares (''Fathom Shares'') of Fathom Oceanology Limited _ (''Fathom''). 
This press release sets out the background, the terms of the settlement and the 
Commission's comments on the settlement. 


It also refers to the extension of the offer by Fleet Aerospace 
Corporation (''Fleet'') for Fathom Shares to ensure that shareholders were fully 
informed as to the events described below. 


In announcing the settlement, the Director of the Commission said ‘''The 
Staff of the Commission feel that this settlement is in the best interests of 
the shareholders of Fathom and the market. It achieves today what might 
otherwise have taken weeks or months to achieve through a formal hearing 
process and ensures that shareholders do not lose an economic opportunity." 


BACKGROUND 


On February 20, 1985, after the close of trading on The Toronto Stock 
Exchange (the ''TSE''), the Director of the Commission was advised by a senior 
officer of Walwyn that on February 19 and 20, 1985, Walwyn on behalf of itself, 
First Marathon and Deacon Hodgson (collectively the ''Dealers'') purchased 
through the facilities of the TSE as principals an aggregate of 680,100 Fathom 
Shares, representing 23.7% of the outstanding Fathom Shares. A formal 
investigation under subsection 11(1) of the Securities Act (Ontario) (the 
"Act'') was conducted by the staff (the "Staff'') of the Commission. The TSE and 
representatives of the Director under the Canada Business Corporations Act 
cooperated with the Commission in conducting their own investigations. Based 
upon its investigation, the Staff determined that the following events 
occurred. 


RESULTS OF INVESTIGATION 


In the fall of 1984, representatives of First Marathon and Deacon Hodgson 
separately visited the Fleet Aerospace Corporation (''Fleet'') plant in Fort 
Erie, Ontario. In early January 1985, representatives of Walwyn also visited 
the Fleet plant. The purpose of the visits was to provide an opportunity for 
research analysts to discuss with management the business and prospects of 
Fleet. 


In the course of conversations beginning in the late summer of 1984 and 
continuing through the fall into January, ©1985. between George Dragone 
("Dragone'"), the President of Fleet, and Ronald Cairns (''Cairns'"), a senior 
vice-president of Walwyn, Dragone raised in general terms the possibility of an 
offer by Fleet for Fathom Shares and inquired as to the value of Fathom. 
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On January 25, 1985, the Fleet board of directors approved the offer (the 
"Offer''!) for Fathom Shares on the terms ultimately announced on February 18, 
1985. 


During the first two weeks of February 1985, Dragone had separate 
telephone conversations with representatives of the Dealers seeking from each 
advice with respect to the cash value of the securities which were _ to be 
offered by Fleet in connection with the Offer. The possibility that the 
Dealers would act as soliciting dealer managers to solicit acceptances of the 
offer was also discussed by Dragone and Cairns. Dragone was advised by Cairns 
that Walwyn was prepared to act as a soliciting dealer manager and that all> ot 
the Dealers were interested in the arbitrage opportunity presented by the 
Offer. All of the Dealers believed that the proposed terms of the Offer would 
present an arbitrage opportunity if the Offer was made and if the market price 
for Fleet shares remained favourable. On this basis, First Marathon and Deacon 
Hodgson indicated to Cairns that they would participate by purchasing Fathom 
Shares as principals in the market through Walwyn. Cairns conveyed this 
information to Dragone. 


Dragone ultimately advised Cairns that Fleet would not be retaining the 
Dealers to act as soliciting dealer managers for the purpose of the Offer. 
Dragone believed that it would be inappropriate for Fleet to retain the Dealers 
as soliciting dealer managers for the Offer while they were simultaneously 
purchasing Fathom Shares as principals in the market for arbitrage purposes. 


POSITIONS OF THE PARTIES 


The Staff contends that the purchases of the Fathom Shares by Walwyn on 
behalf of the Dealers constituted a take-over bid (as defined in the Act) not 
made in compliance with the requirements of the Act. The Staff has been 
advised by the TSE that it is of the view that there may have been a technical 
or inadvertent breach of the take-over bid provisions in the TSE General 
By-law, the Act and the Canada Business Corporations Act. The Dealers 
expressly deny these contentions. 


Staff does not dispute the contention of the Dealers that, if such 
purchases constituted a take-over bid as contended by the Staff, this result 
was due to inadvertence on the part of the Dealers. 


SETTLEMENT WITH DEALERS 


The Dealers have agreed that: 


(a) the purchase of 348,500 Fathom Shares on February 19, 1985 from 
Oakwest Corporation Ltd. (loakwesti3. cant affiliate-of “Mrs “A. °C. 
Beutel who was a director of Fathom from September 25, 1984 until 
February 19, 1985, will be reversed such that the contracts for the 
purchase thereof will be cancelled, the purchase price will be 
returned to the Dealers and the Fathom Shares, to the extent 
delivered, will be returned to Oakwest; 


(b) the Dealers will offer, through the selling brokers, to reverse the 
transactions by which they purchased a total of 26,600 Fathom 
Shares on February 19, 1985 prior to the purchase referred to in 
paragraph (a) above; and 
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(c) the 305,000 Fathom Shares purchased from a financial institution 
will be sold by the Dealers by offering such Fathom Shares for sale 
on the floor of the TSE between 9:00 a.m and 9:30 a.m. on Monday, 
March 18, 1985 at a fixed price to the extent necessary to reduce 
the purchases by the Dealers to a total of 163,030 Fathom Shares 
out of the original 680,100 shares. If more than the number of 
Fathom Shares offered is bid for, the Fathom Shares will be 
allotted in accordance with the provisions of the TSE General 
By-law. Clients of the Dealers may participate in bidding for the 
Fathom Shares to be offered on the floor. 


As a consequence of the foregoing, the total purchases by the Dealers of 
Fathom Shares will be reduced from 680,100 shares (23.7%) to 163,030 shares 
(5.7%), 25,000 shares of which have been previously sold by First Marathon and 
the balance of which are required in order to allow Deacon Hodgson to honour 
its commitments to deliver Warrants of Fleet sold on or about February 26, 1985 
on a ''when issued'' basis. The Dealers will reallocate such Fathom Shares among 
themselves, aS appropriate, in order to allow such commitments to be met. 


The Dealers will not trade in Fathom Shares as principals during the 
currency of the Offer except to the extent necessary to implement the 
settlement. 


The Dealers have undertaken that each will make an accounting giving 
particulars of profits and losses made as a result of the purchases of the 
Fathom Shares referred to previously and the sale of such shares or securities 
of Fleet issued or to be issued to the Dealers pursuant to the Offer in 
exchange for such Fathom Shares, and will use any such profits, firstly, to 
defray, in the aggregate, any trading losses incurred by the Dealers and 
interest on funds exposed by the Dealers prior to resale of such Fathom Shares 
and, secondly, to make charitable donations. 


The foregoing settlement is made on the basis that: 


(a) the Dealers severally represent that this press release summarizes 
fully and correctly all material facts concerning each Dealer 
leading up to and including the purchases of the Fathom Shares by 
the Dealers and does not omit to state any material fact within the 
knowledge of such Dealer; 


(b) the concerns of the Commission and the TSE with respect to the 
purchases by the Dealers of the Fathom Shares will be satisfied 
and, without prejudice to any proceedings that may be taken by 
persons not parties to this settlement, no proceedings against the 
Dealers will be taken or initiated by such bodies with respect to 
the purchases based upon the representations of the Dealers; and 


(e)) if the Dealers choose to make an application to exempt the Dealers 
from any follow-up obligation which they may have as a result of 
their purchases of Fathom Shares, the Staff will neither support 
nor oppose such application, and such application will proceed upon 
such basis as the Commission might determine. 


By accepting the settlement, neither the Commission nor the TSE is 
precluded from taking any action with respect to any matters not covered by the 
settlement or as a result of any information which subsequently comes to their 
attention which causes the Commission or the TSE to conclude that the facts 
were not fully and correctly provided to the Staff or the TSE. 
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COMMENT ON SETTLEMENT 
EFFECT ON SHAREHOLDERS AND MARKET IN FATHOM SHARES 


Ermanno Pascutto, the Director of the Commission, stated that ''In 
supporting the settlement, Staff focussed primarily on their perception of the 
best interests of the shareholders of Fathom. "' 


"Based on the evidence, Staff concluded that Fleet should have disclosed 
its pre-Offer discussions with the Dealers but that there was insufficient 
evidence of any agreement between the Dealers and Fleet that the Dealers would 
support the Offer. In addition, Staff concluded that there was a take-over bid 
resulting from the Dealers! purchases in concert with each other but that it 
was inadvertent and solely for the purpose of arbitrage." 


The Director noted that: 


ls) 'In a hearing, Staff would have supported the result achieved by 
the settlement. However, a hearing would have been a protracted 
affair involving many parties resulting in a substantial delay, and 
possibly a loss of the opportunity for Fathom shareholders to 
tender to the Offer. In light of Fleet's agreement to extend the 
Offer (including withdrawal rights) and to amend the disclosure in 
its circular, Staff did not consider that a cease trade order 
against the Offer was necessary. Fathom shareholders are now able 
to respond to the Offer on the basis of fuller information. 


(2) By the unwinding of the trades and the resale of the Fathom Shares 
by the Dealers, Fathom shareholders will be treated equally in the 
context of the Offer by Fleet in that they will have the option of 
selling Fathom Shares into the market on the same terms. 


(3) The Commission is of the view that shareholders and the market 
should generally determine the outcome of a contested take-over bid 
within the framework of securities regulation. The settlement 


attempts to restore the market to the position it would have been 
in had the purchases by the Dealers not been made. 


(4) Fathom shareholders who sold their Fathom Shares to the Dealers in 
the market on February 19, 1985 at $3.10 to $3.30 will have an 
option to unwind the trades and consequently may have an 
opportunity to tender them to the Offer or to resell the Fathom 
Shares in the market at a higher price. 


(5) The rights of Fathom shareholders are in no way abrogated by this 
settlement. The settlement simply provides that the Commission 
will not take further action against the Dealers in connection with 
their purchases."' 


Mr. Pascutto also stated that ''The sanctions against the Dealers are 
appropriate in light of the Staff's conclusion that the purchases by the 
Dealers were inadvertent. In particular, it should be noted that the Dealers 
are not being permitted to profit from what the Staff viewed as improper 
purchases. In addition to unwinding the trades and reselling the Fathom 
Shares, the Dealers have agreed to donate any and all profits to charity." 


The Director further stated that ''The Staff is still reviewing, in 
cooperation with the Director under the Canada Business Corporations Act, other 
aspects of the take-over bid, including the actions of the directors of 
Fathom."

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NATIONAL POLICY STATEMENT No. 36 


Mutual Funds - Simplified 


Prospectus Qualification System 


Introduction and Purpose 


Until 1980, disclosure to the public of information relevant 
to the purchase of mutual fund shares or units was only 
possible by way of a prospectus. 


In 1980, the provincial and territorial securities commissions 
and administrators (the "Commissions" or individually the 
"“Commission") adopted a simple, plain language system of 
disclosure for mutual funds requiring the use of a summary 
statement. That system retained the prospectus as the 
cornerstone information document, and filing procedures remained 
as they were previously with the only change being the addition 
of the summary statement, a disclosure document which may not 
have required amendment from year to year. 


In 1983, the new Quebec Securities Act and its regulations 
introduced a simple, plain language disclosure system known 
as the simplified prospectus system. This system requires a 
simplified prospectus (similar to a summary statement) to be 
delivered to the public and requires no prospectus, but sub- 
stitutes an annual information form and continous disclosure 
filings (together known as the permanent information record). 


The Commissions recognize the difficulty arising from two 
similar but different systems of disclosure and accordingly 
have agreed to a national disclosure system based upon the 
Quebec simplified prospectus system. 


Procedure 


1. Every conventional mutual fund in Canada is eligible to 
use either: 


(a) the prospectus system of disclosure; or 


(b) the simplified prospectus system of disclosure set 
out in this Policy Statement. 


2. The simplified prospectus system comprises the following: 


(a) a simplified prospectus prepared in accordance with 
the requirements set out in Appendix A; 


(b) an annual information form prepared in accordance with 
the requirements set out in Appendix B; 
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(c) such other information as is required to be filed by 
the mutual fund with any Commission, pursuant to the 
securities legislation of such province or territory 
in which the simplified prospectus is filed, including 
most recent annual financial statements together with 
the auditor's report thereon, sucn subsequent financial 
statements whether annual or semi-annual, material 
change and information circulars or annual filing made 
in lieu thereof which are required to be filed during 
the currency of the annual information form required 
by clause (b) above. 


All information referred to in clauses (a); .(0), ana (Cc) Of 
paragraph B.2 shall be known collectively as the Permanent 
Information Record. 


Where two or more mutual funds have a common manager and their 
affairs are conducted in a similar manner, the mutual funds 
may, subject to the discretion of the director of a Commission 
or the securities administrator of a province or territory 

(the "Director") to refuse to accept the annual information 
form or issue a receipt for the simplified prospectus on the 
basis that disclosure contained therein is unduly complex : 
Or unclear, file one annual information form and one simplified 
prospectus to qualify for distribution the shares or units of 
the related mutual funds. 


Annual Information Form 


A conventional mutual fund may file with the Commission an 
annual information form prepared and certified in accordance 
with the requirements of Appendix B. 


Each annual information form submitted by a mutual fund to 
the Commission for filing under this policy statement shall 
be subject to acceptance for filing by the Director, with 
such amendments or additions thereto, if any, as the Director 
considers necessary in order to comply with the requirements 
set out in Appendix B, and notification of such acceptance 
shall be provided annually to the mutual fund by the Director 
in writing. 


The annual information form shall be accompanied by an under- 
taking of the manager of the mutual fund or, if the mutual 
fund has no manager, of the mutual fund, to the Commission, 
to provide to any person or company without charge, upon 
request to the mutual fund, one copy of the permanent 
information record of the mutual fund. 


Where any solicitor, auditor, accountant, engineer, appraiser, 
or other person or company whose profession gives authority to 
a statement or opinion made by him is named in a document 
incorporated by reference into or deemed to form a part of the 
annual information form and/or the simplified prospectus, or 
is named as having prepared or certified a report or valuation 
used in a document incorporated by reference into or deemed 
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to form part cf an annual information form and/or 
simplified prospectus, the written cansent Of-cene 
person or company to being so named and to the use 
of the report, valuation, statement or opinion shall 
be filed not later than the time the annual informa- 
tion and simplified prospectus are filed. 


5. Where a misrepresentation is contained in a mutual fund's 
annual information form, the misrepresentation shall be 
deemed to be contained in the mutual fund's simplified 
prospectus. As used in this Policy Statement, a misrepre- 
sentation means an untrue statement of a material fact or 
the omission to state a material fact required to be stated 
or that is necessary to make a statement not misleading in 
light of the circumstances in which it was made. 


D. Simplified Prospectus 


1. A mutual fund which files an annual information form shall 
file concurrently therewith a preliminary or pro forma 
simplified prospectus prepared in accordance with Appendix 
A in respect of the distribution of its securities. 


2. Every preliminary (buc not pro forma) simplified prospectus 
shall have printed in red ink on the outside front cover 
page the following statement or such variation thereof as 
the Director may permit: 


"This is a preliminary simplified prospectus relating to 
these securities, a copy of which has been filed with 
[insert names of provinces and territories in which the 
preliminary simplified prospectus has been filed] but 
which has not yet become final for the purpose of a 
distribution to the public. Information contained herein 
is subject to completion or amendment. These securities 
may not be sold to, nor may offers to buy be accepted 
from, residents of such jurisdictions Drior LOuLne came 

a receipt for the final simplified prospectus is obtained 
from the appropriate securities commission or other regula- 
tory authority." 


3. The simplified prospectus filed by a mutual fund is a 
prospectus within the meaning of the securities legislation 
of the various provinces and territories an which, 1tuis 
filed. Consequently a preliminary or pro forma simplified 
prospectus and a simplified prospectus must be filed within 


the time periods prescribed by such legislation. 


4. The simplified prospectus submitted by a mutual fund for 
filing under this Policy Statement shall be subject to 
acceptance for filing by the Director with such amendments 
or additions thereto, if any, as the Director considers 
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necessary in order to comply with the requirements set 

out in Appendix A or as may be necessary to ensure that 

it is not contrary to the public interest or the provisions 
of applicable securities legislation for the Director to 

issue a receipt for such simplified prospectus, and a receipt 
for such simplified prospectus shall be provided to the 

mutual fund by the Director concurrently with the notification 
prescribed in paragraph C.2 of this Policy Statement. 


5. It is the intention of the Commissions that a simplified 
prospectus need not be revised annually but only so often 
as is-necessary to reflect therein a change in the affairs 
of the mutual fund which is required to be disclosed therein 
and the Commissions anticipate that the pro forma simplified 
prospectus and simplified prospectus, although filed annually, 
will frequently not be revised annually. 


6. Where a material change occurs in the affairs of the mutual 
fund relating to matters described in a simplified prospectus 
and thereby requiring amendment to a simplified prospectus for 
which a receipt has been issued, such amendment or amended 
Simplified prospectus shall be filed with the Commission and 
a receipt obtained therefor. 


E. Financial Statements 

1. Every annual information form and simplified prospectus filed 
under this Policy Statement shall be accompanied by, or there 
shall have been previously filed: 
(a) an income statement 
(b) a balance sheet 
(c) a statement of investment portfolio 
(d) a statement of portfolio transactions 
(e) a statement of changes in net assets 
of the mutual fund each for or as at the end of, as appropriate, 
its last financial year with, except for clauses (c) and (d), 
comparative figures for its next preceding financial year, 


or for any period or periods permitted or required by the 
Director, together with an auditors' report thereon. 


2. Each simplified prospectus required to be sent or delivered 
to a purchaser under the provisions of the securities 
legislation of any province or territory in which the 
simplified prospectus is filed shall be accompanied by: 


(a) a copy of the financial statements referred to in 
paragraph E.1; and 


(b) where one or more financial statements for periods 
subsequent to those covered by the financial statements 
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described in clause E.2 (a) have been filed with a 
Commission, a copy of the financial statements that 
were filed most recently before the day the simplified 
prospectus is sent or delivered. 


3. Notwithstanding paragraph E.l, a statement of portfolio trans- 
actions need not be reported on by an auditor and need not be 


sent or delivered to a purchaser if the statement of portfolio 
transactions: 


(a) contains a certificate signed by the Chief Executive 
Officer and Chief Financial Officer of the mutual fund, 
or the person or persons temporarily carrying out the 
responsibilities of either of them, that the statement 


of portfolio transactions presents fairly the required 
information; and 


(b) the statement of portfolio transactions forms part of 
the mutual fund's permanent information record and is 
forwarded to a person or company who requests a copy 
of the permanent information record. 


Review Procedure 


1. The annual information form, the preliminary or pro forma 
simplified prospectus and the annual financial statements 
will be reviewed together, annually, in accordance with normal 
review procedures applicable to mutual funds. 


>. The annual information form and simplified prospectus 
may be filed pursuant to National Policy No. 1, whereupon 
the prospectus clearance procedures referred to therein 
will apply to both documents. 


3. National Policy No. 30, "Processing of Seasoned Prospectuses" 
applies mutatis mutandis to an annual information form and 
a simplified prospectus.

In OSC Bulletin #40/84, Volume 7, dated October 5, 1984, the Commission 
published a proposed draft Policy in respect of Commodity Pool Programs with a 
request for comments. The finalized OSC Policy (the 'Policy'') as set out in 
Chapter 5 of this Bulletin replaces former OSC Policy 11.4 entitled "Mutual 
Funds-Commodity Pools" which was withdrawn by the Commission in January, 1983. 
Although substantively modelled after the North American Securities 
Administrators Association, Inc. ("NASAA'') ‘Guidelines for Registration of 
Commodity Pool Programs'' adopted as of September 21, 1983, effective January 1, 
1984, the Policy has been modified to reflect Ontario securities legislation 
and some additional concerns of the Commission. 


In response to the above-mentioned ''Request for Comments", the Commission 
received a number of comments which have been carefully reviewed.

5.1 POLICY 11.4 - COMMODITY POOL PROGRAM 


The following insert is a finalized OSC Policy 11.4 - "Commodity Pool Program", 
replacing the former OSC Policy 11.4 entitled "Mutual Funds-Commodity Pools". 
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Policy 11.4 


Commodity Pool Frograms 


A. General 


The Commission takes the view that a program constituted to invest in 
commodity futures contracts and related products is essentially 
highly speculative. The legislation and policies relating to mutual 
funds apply, subject to this Policy. However, neither a filing 
pursuant to National Policy Statement No. 36 nor a summary statement 
filed pursuant to Subsection 62(3) of the Securities Act will be 
accepted, in view of the extent of the risks inherent in the 


investment and the educative function of such a prospectus. 


Where a Program is established by way of limited partnership rather 
than a corporation, the Director must be satisfied as to the limited 
liability of the investors in the jurisdiction of organization of the 
limited partnership and in all jurisdictions where the limited 
partnership carries on business. In the absence of satisfactory 
legal opinions from Ontario counsel as to the limited liability of 
investors, other assurances such as insurance and indemnities will be 
required and adequate disclosure provided. Further, where a Program 
is established by way of limited partnership, the limited partnership 
agreement must be attached to the prospectus as well as described in 
the text. Generally, the Commission requires that the rights of 
limited partners under limited partnership agreements come as close 
to statutory rights of voting shareholders of a corporation as 


possible without sacrificing limited liability. 


The Policy speaks to the need for dual registration of Dealers and 
their individual salesmen pursuant to the Securities Act and the 
Commodity Futures Act. However, the Commission will consider the 
appropriateness of granting an exemption from these requirements on 


an ad hoc basis where the particular circumstances so warrant. 
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Promoters of commodity pools based outside Ontario, and in particular 
outside Canada, should consult the Director in respect of additional 
concerns peculiar to commodity pools originating out of this 


jurisdiction. 


Definitions 


As used in this Policy, the following terms shall mean: 
lL. Adviser 


Any person or company who for any consideration engages in the 
business of advising another, either directly or indirectly, as 
to the value, purchase, or sale of commodity futures contracts or 
related products, including commodity futures options, stock 
index futures contracts or options’ thereon, options on 
commodities whether or not exchange-traded, or precious metal 


certificates, whether or not exchange-traded, or actuals.

A contract to make or take delivery of a specified quantity and 
quality, grade, or size of a commodity during a designated future 
month at a price agreed upon when the contract is entered into on 
a commodity futures exchange pursuant to standardized terms and 
conditions set forth in such exchange's by-laws, rules or 


regulations, or such a contract calling for cash settlement.

Futures Broker affiliated directly or indirectly with any 


Promoter or with any Adviser providing the Program with 
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research information, recommendations or other services 
which might be of value to the Program, unless’ such 
transactions are effected at competitive rates. if’ ‘a 
Promoter or Manager receives any portion of the brokerage 
commissions from Program operations, the Adviser may not be 
affiliated with the Promoter or Manager. This prohibition 
may be waived by the Director if the Program can demonstrate 
adequate safeguards against conflicts of interest between 
the Program Broker, the Promoter, the Manager, and the 
Adviser. The Director may require the Program to file 
periodic reports concerning all brokerage transactions. A 
charge for brokerage services of a flat fee of a percentage 
of the Net Asset Value on a continuing basis will be 


acceptable. 


If the Adviser acts as Adviser to other commodity pools, the 
prospectus should indicate whether the proposed rates for 
the fund are higher or lower than other pools which are 
advised by the Adviser (together with any other information 
concerning brokerage charges to those other pools which the 


Program deems relevant). 


Other Income 


(a) Any interest or other income earned by any portion of 


the Program assets shall accrue solely to the benefit 


of the Program.

This is an application for a stay of an order made by the Ontario 
Securities Commission and incidentally to that for an order abridging the time 
for bringing on this motion. No opposition was offered to the application to 
abridge the time and that is therefore granted. 


The application rests on s. 9 of the Securities Act which provides for an 
application to be made to this court for a stay. Provision is also made in the 
legislation for a similar application to be made to the Commission for the 
legislation provides that a stay does not automatically arise by virtue of an 
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appeal having been launched. No objection to this application was made on the 
ground that the same application should have been made to the Commission as was 
suggested in Re Rose and therefore we were in the situation where we were able 
to consider the merits of this application without having to consider disposing 
of it on a technical ground. 


On an application for a stay it is appropriate to consider the nature of 
the appeal, that is to say, the substantive issue which is sought to be brought 
before this court by way of appeal. In this case the appeal is also styled as 
an application for judicial review and while it might not have been necessary 
to take the precaution to rest it on those two legs nothing turns on it.as- far 
as the application before us is concerned. 


The application is therefore for a stay of the Commission's order pending 
the disposition of the appeal. The substance of the appeal, as revealed by 
what was submitted to us today and what is contained in the application for 
notice of appeal, is an allegation of procedural unfairness on the part of the 
Ontario Securities Commission. It is alleged that the Commission failed in its 
duty to accord the parties before it natural justice in that it failed to grant 
a fuller hearing of issues before it as requested by Union Enterprises Ltd., on 
of the parties affected by the application to the Commission. 


The issue that the Commission had to consider was one resulting from the 
request by Unicorp Canada Corporation (‘Unicorp'') to extend the time for the 
deposit of shares pursuant to an offer to acquire shares of Union Enterprises 
(Union) and it is common that the offer to acquire the shares was what may be 
commonly called a takeover bid. Because of certain events which I need not’ go 
into, the solicitors for Unicorp saw fit to request an extension of the time 
period in which shareholders could accept the bid and deposit their shares in 
response to Unicorp's offer. It appears from what we have been told by counsel 
and from what we have seen in the material that that was occasioned by an 
action taken by Union in acquiring or involving itself ina transaction which 
may be described as an acquisition of another company which I shall refer to as 
MB UiEnSule In any event, a letter was delivered to the Commission by solicitors 
for Unicorp in which the request was made for an extension of time which 
otherwise would have expired and at the same time in that letter it was 
proposed that the consequences that otherwise would have flowed by reason of 
the provisions of the statute should be amended by the Commission to the extent 
that no withdrawal privilege should be accorded to shareholders notwithstanding 
the extension of the time for deposit. The withdrawal period had already 
expired before this application was made. 


In their letter to the Commission the solicitors for Unicorp adverted to 
the issue of the extension or the grant of withdrawal rights which should have 
occurred in the light of the amendment of the bid pursuant to the statute. 
What in effect they were asking was that the rights otherwise granted under the 
statute if the bid were amended by an extension of the deposit period be 
amended so that there would not be those withdrawal rights during that period. 
There was direct reference to that in the letter sent by the solicitors, and an 
argument was put forward to substantiate the request that the withdrawal rights 
under the statute not be accorded. 


The particular request was stated in that letter in this way. The ruling 
sought was that ''Unicorp may extend the offer until 5 p.m. on Friday, March 
15, 1985 and if Unicorp elects so to extend the offer, the date of Mithe)) offer 
shall remain the date on which the amended takeover bid circular was sent to 
shareholders of Enterprises and no withdrawal rights shall arise from the 
extension.'' (Emphasis added. ) 
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A response was made very promptly to that letter. I should say that we 
are keenly aware of the speed with which these events occurred. We are aware 
that there was little time for the solicitors for Union to respond, but respond 
they did, ina letter dated March 11th which was delivered to the Commission. 
That letter amounted to a contention against the request for an extension of 
the deposit period and also adverted directly to the issue of a withdrawal 
period. Again, I will not read it at length but it is clear from the letter 
that Union contended and contended firmly against both the requests, both the 
extension of the time for deposit and that no withdrawal period be permitted. 
Inyepanta cular,” ) ps3) tof*)thes) lettersriisy a) fairly lengthly and quite direct 
statement of opposition to the proposal that no withdrawal period be permitted. 
The second last paragraph of that letter amounted toa request that the 
application be denied. The solicitors, \iaddeds (If; notwithstanding our 
submissions, the Commission is of a mind to grant the order requested by 
Unicorp, we would ask that a hearing be convened in order that we may make 
fuller submissions to the Commission with respect to the Goodman & Goodman 
application". 


What occurred thereafter is not in dispute. The Commission, without 
according any further hearing or without apparently inviting any further 
submissions or receiving any further submissions, made its decision which was 
in accord with the application made on behalf of Unicorp. The wording of that 
ruling was put before us by Mr. Moore on behalf of the Commission. I need not 
go into it except to say that the Commission specifically referred to its 
opinion ''that to grant this order would not be prejudicial to the public 
interest". 


The issue of natural justice in any case depends upon the circumstances of 


the case. There are cases in which it is alleged that no hearing of any type 
occurred with the result that a transgression of the rules of fairness or 
natural justice resulted. There are cases in which it is alleged that 


representations short of an oral or ordinary type of full hearing occurred but 
that still amounted to a failure of fairness or natural justice. There are 
cases in which the question might arise whether or not the tribunal was 
adequately aware of the issue and therefore capable of dealing with it properly 
because of the absence of representations. In this case it is clear to us that 
the issue was’ set before the tribunal; that the tribunal had the benefit of 
representations however hastily they had to be prepared, and that the 
representations were made clearly and capably by experienced solicitors for 
both sides. It therefore cannot be said, and it is not contended, that the 
Commission did not turn its mind to the issue of withdrawal rights. 


Further, we do not think that it can be said that the Commission was not 
aware of the positions taken by the parties. Those positions were made clear 
in the letters. What the Commission decided, which became the basis for the 
proposed appeal, was not to do anything further to permit the parties to expand 
upon or support their positions. It was a "fuller hearing'' that was requested 
and that in itself appears to imply an acceptance that some sort of hearing, if 
merely by written representations, was in process. 


Therefore, the issue is whether or not, by failing to grant the "fuller 
hearing", whatever that might imply, the Commission violated the rules of 
natural justice. I am aware that in saying what I have said I am really 
directing my remarks to the substance of the appeal rather than to the 
substance of the application for a stay. Nevertheless, it is important to 
consider the nature of the underlying case when a court is asked to consider 
whether it is appropriate to grant a stay. In our view, it is clear that the 
Commission had the legislative authority to do what it did. There was no 
express obligation in the statute requiring a hearing of any type. The 
Commission did not act without representations from the sides involved and the 
order that the Commission made is one that is clearly within its legislative 
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mandate. In our view, it is questionable whether in these circumstances the 
appeal would succeed. We are doubtful that in the light of that view it would 
be appropriate to grant a stay. 


Secondly, we are concerned that by granting a stay in the circumstances of 
this case, the court might simply add to a difficult situation which the 
Commission is obliged to supervise in the interests of the publics and). the 
shareholders. That is the Commission's mandate. It has not become apparent to 
us in anything that has been said today or revealed in the material that the 
Commission was not mindful of the nature of its obligations in this takeover 
battle. We are concerned that a stay in the circumstances might do more harm 
than good. The Commission stated that it was acting in the public interest. 
Nothing has been said to us that would lead us to conclude that the Commission 
was not firmly of the view that its order would not be prejudicial to the 
public interest or that it was not in fact made in the*s public interest; 
Therefore we have come to the conclusion, as the President has announced, that 
the application for a stay must be dismissed.

A hearing was held before me on the 19th day of September, 1984, pursuant 
to subsection 12(1) of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 (the "Act"). The 
purpose of the hearing was to decide whether or not a certificate of 
amendment to the articles of incorporation of the Proponent, London 
Compressors Mfg. Ine., Ontario Corporation Number 533488 should be issued 


changing its name. 


The Objector was incorporated on September 28, 1973 under the Business 
Corporations Act under the name London Compressed Air Equipment 
Limited. John Hoelzl, President and sole shareholder of the Objector, was 


the first witness. 


Mr. Hoelzl started the business in the Spring of 1966, using the name under 


which he eventually incorporated. 


The general nature of the Objector's business since the outset, has been the 
assembly and sale of sandblasting equipment and packaged air compressors 
and components. There has been a shift since the beginning of the business, 
however from manufacturing to distribution. The Objector put in as Exhibit 


No. 4 a pamphlet which sets out the manufacturing concerns and their 
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products distributed by the Objector. The Objector's clientele is derived 
from a general and wide sector of the public, which includes the steel 
industry, automotive industry, paint shops, body shops, contractors and 


farmers. 


The Objector does not advertise in newspapers, magazines or on television 
or radio. The Objector's sole advertisement is contained in the yellow pages 
of the London Telephone Directory under the heading "Compressors" at page 


139. The Objector also appears in the white pages on page 120. 


The witness testified that on answering the telephone he uses the name 
"London Compressed Air" to repeat customers and suppliers. He identfies 


the business by its full corporate name to new suppliers and customers. 


The business first started on Falcon Street in the Spring of 1965. At the 
time of its incorporation, the business had moved to 1759 Trafalgar Street. 
On November 15, 1978, the Objector moved to the present address, 16 
Enterprise Street. The Objector carries on its business mainly in the 


southwest of Ontario. 


With respect to confusion, there seems to be three different types of 


confusion. 


Firstly, phone calls. Mr. Hoelzl as President of the corporation does not 
normally man the phones except at lunchtime. He testified that he receives 
one or two calls per week intended for the Proponent. This started some 
time ago and has increased over the last year or so. He has also received 
personally a few calls at home. The last one he received was a month prior 
to the date of the hearing. These calls were from persons trying to contact 
the Proponent. The witness would therefore identify the full name of the 
Proponent and direct the caller to the phone book or give the caller the 
Proponent's telephone number. In addition, he would advise the callers that 


the Objector was not associated with the Proponent. 


The next witness for the Objector was Eric Beyea, Parts Manager, Shipper, 


Receiver and Purchaser, for the past four and a half years. Mr. Beyea is 
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also responsible for inside sales over the telephone. He was, therefore, able 
to testify with respect to the first type of confusion experienced, that is, 
persons calling the Objector when intending to contact the Proponent. Some 
of these calls were with respect to an advertisement placed by the 
Proponent on page 23 of Exhibit Number 5, The Auto Trader Magazine. In 
addition, he experienced some instances of persons walking into the 
Objector's premises a few times a week, also seeking information on the 
cheaper model advertised in the magazine by the Proponent. These persons 
sometimes appeared with the advertisement in question and sometimes 
without the advertisement. It is possible that a portion of these people were 
comparison shopping. However, on some occasions, the witness testified 
that he verified that they were looking for the Proponent and in those cases 


directed them to the Proponent. 


The Board of Education in London has called three times to expedite a 
purchase order. The most recent occasion was in the last week and a half 
prior to the date of the hearing. Prior to that incident, the last occasion 


was some time ago. 


On two occasions the witness answered similar telephone calls from the City 


of London. 


Recently, Mr. Beyea received a telephone call from Tillsonburg from a 
client of the Objector, who had purchased an Order from the Objector and 


had appeared at the Proponent's to pick up the part. 


In his capacity as shipper and receiver, Mr. Beyea has witnessed a different 
type of confusion, that is, misdirected goods. More than once a week trucks 
arrive with goods addressed to the Proponent but with bills of lading 
directed to the Objector. The Objector in this instance signs the bills of 
lading and advises that the goods are not for the Objector and directs the 


driver to the Proponent. 


Mr. Beyea also testified that very recently a supplier arrived with ten 


motors which had not been ordered by the Objector. Mr. Beyea checked the 
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boxes and ascertained that the boxes were in fact addressed to the 


Proponent although the bill of lading was addressed to the Objector. 


On two occasions, this confusion has been in reverse, in that goods ordered 
by the Objector were shipped to the Proponent and the Objector received a 
call from the Proponent. These goods were redirected to the Objector. This 


has happened once in the last year and a half. 


These errors would appear to occur due to the use by both the Objector and 
the Proponent of the same couriers and truck lines. The shippers who have 
made such mistakes include C.P. Transport and Intercity. A few of the 
trucking firms have been advised of the errors and that has helped to some 
extent but mistakes have been made on a weekly basis for the past year and 
a half. 


The next witness for the Objector was the Objector's Controller, Ray Loro, 
who is responsible for all the accounting including receivables, payables, 
financial statements and accounts. He testified with respect to his personal 
experience and confusion in receiving invoices, purchase orders and cheques, 
which do not belong to the Objector. This is the third type of confusion that 


has been experienced by the Objector. 


Exhibit Number 5 represents a group of invoices issued by Courtage Peace 
Bridge Brokerage, custom brokers, addressed to the Objector, related 
Canada Customs entry forms, addressed to the Proponent, and the related 
invoices from the American supplier of the Proponent, Central Air 
Compressor Company. The witness testified that the Objector has never 
done business with Central Air Compressor Company. The Objector has, 
however, used the Courtage Peace Bridge Brokerage Company when 


importing from the United States. 


Exhibit Number 8 comprises documents addressed to the Objector which do 
not represent purchases made by the Objector. The first invoice relates to 
the Ten Motors from Leroy Somer Canada Limited which were misdelivered 


to the Objector instead of the Proponent, as testified to by Mr. Beyea. This 
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Exhibit also includes the bill of lading from Intercity Truck Lines with 


respect to the delivery which is also addressed to the Objector. 


Exhibit Number 9 consists of two purchase orders, one from the City of 
London, which is addressed to "London Compressors Manufacturing" at the 
Objector's address; the second is for Fanshawe College, addressed to 
"London Compressors" at the Objector's address. The Objector still does 
business with the City of London. The Objector has not done business with 
Fanshawe College for a year which would be approximately the date of the 


invoice from Fanshawe College, October 26, 1983. 


Exhibit Number 10 consists of freight bills from Overland Express, Intercity 
Truck Lines, Dominion Consolidated Truck Lines and Purolator, along with 
the related invoices. In each case, the bill of lading is addressed to the 
Objector. The corresponding invoice is addressed, however, to the 
Proponent. The last bill of lading is for Purolator. This bill of lading is 
addressed to "London Compress" at the Objector's Address. The Invoice is 
addressed to the Objector. The relationship between the two documents is 
unclear. I therefore cannot conclude that the bill of lading relates to the 


delivery of goods reflected in the attached invoice. 


The invoice dates with respect to Overland Express cover the period 
between November 1, 1983 to May 19, 1984. On each occasion the witness 
contacted Overland Express and advised them of these mistakes. Since the 
date of the last incorrect invoice, the Objector has not experienced any 


further incidents of this type. 


Exhibit Number 11 consists of an invoice from C.P. Express, addressed to 
the Proponent at 120 Falcon Street and readdressed to the Objector. The 
witness was unaware as to the identity of the person who had stroked out 


the Proponent's address and replaced it with "60 Enterprise Street”. 


Exhibit Number 12 is a copy of a cheque number 00746 from Cold Springs 
Farm, made payable to the Objector. The witness checked the Objector's 
records and ascertained that the cheque had been sent to the wrong business 


and the original cheque was sent back to the payer. 
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With respect to the Inter-City Truck Lines (Canada) Inc. Freight Bills which 
reflect a transaction which occurred in December of 1983, the witness 


advised Inter-City of the mistake and cannot recall any further instances. 


The Proponent's solicitor objected to the inclusion of Exhibits 7 through 12 
on the basis of section 15 of the Statutory Powers Procedure Act, R.S.O. 
1980, ¢.484, and section 55 of the Evidence Act, R.S.O. 1980, ¢.145. I 


admitted the documents for the following reasons. 


Section 15 of the Statutory Powers Procedure Act deals with the admission 


of evidence at a hearing by a Tribunal. There are three questions to be 
determined under subsection 3: whether the testimony or document is 
relevant to the subject matter of the proceedings; whether it would be 
inadmissible in a Court by reason of any privilege under the law of evidence, 
and lastly, whether it is inadmissible by the Statute under which the 


proceedings arise, or any other Statute, in this case, the Evidence Act. 


Section 55 of the Evidence Act regulates the proof of copies of business 


documents. 


Notwithstanding the above, subsection 15(4) of the Statutory Powers 
Procedures Act, provides the Tribunal with the authority to accept a copy of 
a document or other thing as evidence at a hearing once the Tribunal is 


Satisfied as to its authenticity. 


It is the intention of the Statutory Powers Procedure Act, to provide a 
forum where procedural requirements are more relaxed than in a court of 


law, while maintaining certain standards of natural justice. 


In Lischka vs. Criminal Injuries Compensation Board (1982), 37 O.R. 2(d) 
134, the Court held that section 15 contemplates the admissibility of 


hearsay evidence. This would seem to support the position that section 15 is 
to be interpreted broadly so as to enable the Tribunal to admit all relevant 


information subject to weight. 
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In addition, section 32 of the Statutory Powers Procedure Act states as 


follows: 


Unless it is expressly provided in any other Act that its 
provisions and regulations, rules or by-laws made under it 
apply notwithstanding anything in this Act, the provisions 
of this Act and of rules made under section 33 prevail 
over the provisions of such other Act and over 
regulations, rules or by-laws made under such other Act 
which conflict therewith. 


The Evidence Act does not expressly provide that it applies, notwithstanding 
anything in the Statutory Powers Procedures Act. For this reason and for 
the forgoing reasons, I conclude that subsection 15(4) supercedes the 


provisions of the Evidence Act. 


Peter James Ferenez, the sole shareholder of London Compressors Mfg. 
Ine., testified on behalf of the Proponent. The Proponent was incorporated 
on March 11, 1983. The witness registered the business name "London 
Compressor" in May of 1982. Prior to that date, he had carried on business 


under the name "London Air Equipment". 


The Proponent assembles, manufactures and sells air compressors, sand 
blasters and other related tools. 95% of the business involves assembly and 
manufacturing. The remaining 5% involves distribution. The Proponent 
sells six major brands of air compressors. The Proponent does not distribute 
for Ingersoll-Rand Canada Inc., although it does distribute for Campbell 
Hausfeld. In addition to the air compressors, impact tools and sand blasters, 
the Proponent sells parts for compressors, including hoses, belts and 


switches. The Proponent, unlike the Objector, does not sell synthetic oils. 


The Proponent's business has been at 120 Falcon Street in London, Ontario, 
for two years. Prior to that, the business was carried on in a house on 
Dundas Street. The Proponent does approximately 50% of its business in 
south western Ontario, the remaining 50% throughout the rest of Canada 
and the United States. 
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The witness testified that the Proponent advertised in the yellow pages for 
the City of London, as well as the Auto Trader Magazine and the Ontario 
Industrial Magazine. He also testified that the Proponent advertised in the 
State of Alabama in the United States. With respect to the London yellow 
pages, Since incorporation, the Proponent's name has been listed as London 


Compressors Mfg. Ine. 


The witness also stated that he uses the name "London Compressors" when 
answering the telephone. The source of the Proponent's clientele is very 


wide. It includes farmers, industry and gasoline stations. 


With respect to confusion, the Proponent advised that he answers the phone 
50% of the time and that 99% of the mail goes through his hands. He has 
not received any telephone calls for the Objector. One piece of mail and 
one package have been misdelivered over the years. No invoices, no cheques 
and no purchase orders intended for the Objector have been received by the 


Proponent. 


The witness reviewed the documentary evidence, Exhibit Nos. 7 through 12, 
and acknowledged that the invoice from Fanshawe with respect to Fanshawe 
College, Exhibit No. 9, was probably with respect to the Proponent's 


purchase. 


The witness testified that the freight bill from Overland Express and Inter- 
City Lines (Canada) Ine., both relate to the Proponent's business. The 
witness was uncertain about the documents with respect to Dominion 
Consolidated. With respect to the Purolator Courier documents, the witness 
thought that the documents were most likely related to the Proponent's 
business. The cheque from Coldspring Farms (Exhibit No. 12)was the 


Proponent's cheque. 


The Proponent did not do business with the brokerage house named in 
Exhibit No. 7, during the time period represented by the documents in that 
Exhibit. 
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The City of London, the Board of Education and LeRoy Somers, as well as 


Central Air Compressors are clients of the Proponent. 
Turning to the relevant legislation. 


Section 9 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 provides in part as follows: 


(1) Subject to subsection (2), a corporation shall not have a 
name,... 

(b) that is the same as or, except where a number 
name is proposed, similar to, 

(i) the name of a known, 
(A) body corporate, 
(B) trust, 
(C) association, 
(D) partnership, 
(E) sole proprietorship, or 
(F) individual 

whether in existence or not, or 

(ii) the known name under which any _ body 
corporate, trust, association, partnership, sole 
proprietorship, or individual, carries on business 
or identifies itself, 


if the use of that name would be likely to deceive; ... 
lemphasis added] 


(2) A corporation may have a name described in clause (1)(b) 
upon complying with conditions prescribed by the regulations. 


The Act goes on to provide in subsection 12(1) as follows: 


If a corporation, through inadvertence or otherwise, has acquired 
a name contrary to section 9, the Director may, after giving the 
corporation an opportunity to be heard, issue a certificate of 
amendment to the articles changing the name of the corporation 
to a name specified in the certificate and, upon the issuance of 
the certificate of amendment, the articles are amended 
accordingly. 


Sections 2 and 3 of Ontario Regulation 446/83 under the Act (the 
"Regulation"), assist in the determination which must be made under section 


12 of the Act. 
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Section 2 provides: 


(1) 


(a) 


(b) 


(ce) 


"Name" when used in the expression "if the use 
of that name would be likely to deceive" used in 
clause 9(1)(b) of the Act includes, 


a name that would lead to the inference that the 
business or activities carried on or intended to 
be carried on by the corporation under the 
proposed name and the business or activities 
carried on by any other person are one business 
or one activity, whether or not the nature of the 
business or activity of each is generally the 
same; 


a name that would lead to the inference that the 
corporation bearing the name or proposed name 
is or would be associated or affiliated with a 
person if the corporation and such person are not 
or will not be associated or affiliated; or 


a name whose similarity to the name of a person 
would lead someone who has an interest in 
dealing with the person, to deal with the 
corporation bearing the name in the mistaken 
belief that he is dealing with the person. 


Section 3 provides: 


For the purpose of section 12 of the Act, the matters 
the Director may consider when determining whether 
a name is contrary to section 9 of the Act include, 


(a) 


(b) 


(ec) 


(d) 


the distinctiveness of the whole or any element 
of any name or trade mark and the extent to 
which the name or trade mark has become 
known; 


the length of time the trade mark or name has 
been in use; 


the nature of the goods or services associated 
with the trade mark or the nature of the business 
carried on under or associated with a name, 
including the likelihood of any competition 
among businesses using such a trade mark or 
name; 


the nature of the trade with which a trade mark 
or name is associated, including the nature of 
the goods or services and the means by which 
they are offered or distributed; 
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(e) the degree of similarity between the corporate 
name and any trade mark or name in appearance 
or sound or in the ideas suggested by them; and 


(f) the geographic area in Ontario in which the 
corporate name is likely to be used. 
The Objector earries on its business in south western Ontario and the 
Niagara Penninsula. The Proponent does approximately 50% of its business 
in south western Ontario, 50% throughout the rest of Canada and the United 
States. 


The businesses carried on by the Objector and the Proponent involve the 
manufacturing and distribution of air compressors and related parts. It 
might be that the proportion of sales to manufacturing and assembly differs 
in the two businesses, but the general nature of the business that is carried 


on by the Objector and Proponent is the same. 


The clientele which can make use of the products and services provided by 
the Objector and the Proponent would be the same sector of the public, that 
is, those persons who would have use for air compressor equipment, 
including auto body shops, industry and farmers. The Proponent does not 
distribute for most of the suppliers for whom the Objector distributes as set 
out in Exhibit No. 4, except for Campbell Housefield. However, the type of 
air compressor and related parts distributed by the Proponent is the same as 


that distributed by the manufacturers set out in that Exhibit. 


I, therefore, conclude that the businesses operated by the Objector and the 
Proponent are similar, the person or class of persons who ordinarily might be 
expected to deal with each of the Proponent and Objector are similar and 
that there is some overlap in the geographic area covered by both 


businesses. 


All these matters are to be considered in light of the visual and auditory 


qualities of the two names, which are as follows: 


PROPONENT: LONDON COMPRESSORS MFG, INC. 
OBJECTOR: LONDON COMPRESSED AIR EQUIPMENT LTD. 
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Placing the names side by side, "London Compressors Mfg. Inc." against 
"London Compressed Air Equipment Ltd.", I do not see a visual or auditory 


similarity which is likely to deceive. 


The Objector's name and the Proponent's name share only one word, the 
word "London" used in conjunction with, in the ease of the Proponent, the 
word "Compressors Mfg. Inc." and in the ease of the Objector, "Compressed 
Air Equipment Ltd.". The word "London" describes the geographic location 
of the Objector's business. The rest of the Objector's name describes the 


goods which the Objector distributes. 


Mr. Justice Kelly states at page 261 in Re C C Chemicals Ltd., [1967] 2 
O.R. 248 (C.A.) as follows: 


When the alleged similarity is, as here, between names 
which contain words which are generic and descriptive, 
different considerations become appropriate - in general 
terms it can be said that the broader the application of 
the term selected by the earlier corporation for inclusion 
in its corporate name the less is the ability of the user of 
that name to arrogate to himself any right to that name 
and to complain of the use by another of the same term - 
with proper distinguishing accompanying words. It was 
said in Cellular Clothing Co., Ltd. v. Maxton & Murray, 
[1899] A.C. 326 at p.336, that the utmost difficulty 
should be put in the way of anyone who seeks to adopt or 
use exclusively as his own a merely descriptive term. To 
this I would add that the greater the descriptive scope of 
the term or word adopted the more difficult the task of 
the selector to appropriate to himself a term which might 
be equally descriptive of the nature of other businesses. 


In this case, the Proponent has used words in its name which sufficiently 


distinguish it from the Objector's name. 


I have reviewed the evidence of confusion tendered at the hearing. There 
have been approximately two misdirected telephone calls per day over the 
past year and a half, some of which may have been due to comparison 
Shopping; approximately one or two misdirected truck deliveries per week 
over that period of time. With respect to the documents entered as_ Exhibits 


Nos. 7, 8, 9, 10, 11 and 12, these represent approximately sixteen incidents 
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over a nineteen month period. I conclude, however, that it is likely that the 
confusion which has arisen is a result of the use of a shortened form of both 
the Objector's and Proponent's name in the course of business, respectively 
"London Compressed Air" and "London Compressors". However, it is the use 
of the corporate name of the Proponent which is at issue under section 12 of 
the Act. 


For the foregoing reasons, there will be no Order made pursuant to section 
12 of the Business Corporations Act, 1982 requiring London Compressors 
Mfg. Ine. to change its name.
